I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ray  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Bromsgrove 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December  1963. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained 
most  satisfactory. 

There  w^as  a natural  increase  of  population 
of  375  (352)  which  suggests  an  influx  of  595  (439) 
(equivalent  to  about  165  famhlies)  from  outaide  the 
District . 

The'  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  List  at  the  end  of  1963  was  572  (597).  Of 
the  total  new  houses  built  during  .the  year  63  (26) 
were  constructed  by  the 'Council,  the  remaining 
40'3  (274)  being  built  by  private  enterprise. 

I would  like,  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  tiae  help 
given  by  Officers  of  other  Departments  and  the 
G.ssistance  given  by  uhe  Chairm.an  and  Members  of 
the  He  a 1 th  Committee.

2 . Water  Supply 

The  v;hole  supply  of  main  water  in  the  District  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  various  statutory  water  undertakings. 

iuost  of  the  houses  in  the  district  v;ere  supplied- with 
main  piped  water  supplies  which  were  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity.  There  were  stilly  however,  many  dwellings  and 
farm  premiises  with  only  v\?ell  vmter  supplies.  These  vi/ell  supplies 
■were  to  a large  extent  unsatisfactory,  and  householders  were 
advised  to  boil  the  water  before  use. 


Routine  sampling  of  drinking  water  from  private  v/ells 
springs  and  boreholes  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  was  continued  during  the  year.  The  results  were 
ve:^  poor;  75^  were  bac teriologically  unsatisfactory  while 
56%  were  chemically,  unsatisfactory,
